The  council's  purpose  is  to 
ensure  that  all  inter-collegiate  African  American  Greek-lettered 
Fraternities/Sororities  have  unity  in  principles,  thought,  and 
mutual  action. 

The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  (NPHC)  is  composed  of 
these  eight  National  Predominately  African  American  Greek- 
lettered  Organizations:  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority,  Inc., 
Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc., 
Sigma  Gamma  Rho  Sorority,  Inc.,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity, 
Inc.,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.,  Phi  Beta  Sigma,  Inc., 
Omega  Psi  Phi,  Inc. 

The  NPHC  was  established  at  North  Carolina  Central  Univer- 
sity March  28,  1955.  Since  its  inception,  the  council  has  made 
numerous  contributions  to  the  Durham  and  NCCU  community. 
The  CounciTs  motto  for  1994-95  was  "Unity:  The  Scope  of 
Our  Existence"".  The  council  supports  and  embraces  the  needs 
of  the  African  American  community.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  is  the  first 
black  intercollegiate  greek-lettered 
organization.  This  fraternity  was 
founded  on  December  4.  1 906  at  Cor- 
nell University  in  Ithaca,  NY.  The  main 
purpose  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  is  to 
achieve  scholarship,  provide  deeds, 
and  love  all  mankind. 
The  Gamma  Beta  chapter  began  on 
May  23,  1941 .  These  men  participate  in 
a  variety  of  community  service  activi- 
ties in  the  Durham  area.  They  are  active 
with  the  John  Avery  Boys  Club  and 
tutorial  programs  at  area  high  and  mid- 
dle schools.  They  also  take  part  in 
national  programs  sponsored  by  their 
fraternity. 

The  Gamma  Beta  chapter,  known 
locally  and  nationally  for  it's  fancy 
footwork,  appeared  on  STOMP,  a 
nationally  televised  stepshow.  In  addi- 
tion to  STOMP,  they  placed  second  in 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha's  national  champi- 
onship. 

One  illustrious  member  of  this  fraterni- 
ty is  our  very  own  —  Chancellor  Julius 
Chambers. 


Alpha  Kappa  Alpha,  Incorporated  was 
founded  on  the  campus  of  Howard  Uni- 
\ersity  on  January  15.  1908.  The  six- 
teen founding  women  had  the  chief  aim 
of  service  to  all  mankind.  In  addition  to 
Lstepping  and  providing  social  activi- 
ties, this  sorority  is  concerned  about  the 
pommunity  and  the  world  at  large. 
Their  six  target  areas  are;  education, 
health,  economics,  art.  world  commu- 
nity, and  the  Black  family. 
The  Alpha  Chi  chapter  of  AKA  was 
established  on  NCCU's  campus  in 
'1932.  These  ladies  implement  the  six 
target  areas  through  diligent  service  in 
a  number  of  ways.  They  provide  food 
and  clothing  for  a  homeless  shelter, 
tutor  at  the  John  Avery  Boys  and  Girls 
Club,  and  assist  teachers  at  Shepard 
Middle  School.  On  campus,  they  hold 
book  drives,  seminars  on  an  array  of 
issues,  and  the  ever-popular  Mr.  Swim- 
suit  contest. 

For  the  ladies  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha, 
his  is  truly  a  serious  matter! 
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Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Incorporated 
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Illustrious  ladies  of  the  Alpha  Lambda  Chap- 
ter of  Delta  Sigma  Theta,  Inc..  pattern  them- 
selves in  the  light  of  public  service.  The  light 
was  lit  by  their  twenty-two  founders  at 
Howard  University  on  January  13,  1913. 
This  chapter  of  the  sorority  was  founded  on 
North  Carolina  Central  Univerity's  campus 
in  1941.  The  public  motto  of  the  ladies  of 
crimson  and  cream  is.  "Intelligence  is  the 
torch  of  wisdom".  In  the  community,  the 
Alpha  Lambda  Chapter  focuses  on  three 
major  projects  which  include;  Genesis 
Homeless  Shelter  Youth  Mentor  Program. 
Hartwood  Rest  Home  for  the  elderly,  and 
funding  a  scholarship  to  a  community  high 
school  student. 

In  addition  the  community  activities,  the 
sorority,  which  was  founded  on  christian 
principles,  is  quite  active  on  campus.  You  can 
often  find  these  ladies  beautifying  the  sloping 
hills  and  verdant  green  and  closely  working 
with  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council. 
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The  first  men"s  Greek  letter  social  organiza- 
tion to  be  organized  on  a  Black  college  cam- 
pus was  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  Founded 
at  Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C. 
on  November  17,  1911,  the  fraternity  boasts 
over  325  chapters  and  1 10,000  members.  The 
founders:  Oscar  J.  Cooper,  Ernest  E.  Just, 
Frank  Love,  and  Frank  Coleman,  began  this 
organization  on  the  basis  of  four  cardinal 
principles;  Manhood,  Scholarship,  Perserver- 
ance,  and  Uplift. 

The  Omega's  motto  is,  "Friendship  is  essen- 
tial to  the  soul".  They  sport  the  colors  of  roy- 
alty; royal  purple  and  old  gold. 
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Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity, 
Incorporated 
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Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Incorporated  was  founded  on  the 
campus  of  Howard  University  on  January  9,  1914,  by  three 
illustrious  men.  These  men  were  A.  Langston  Taylor,  Charles  I. 
Brown,  and  Leonard  F.  Morse.  The  fraternity  strides  on  its 
motto:  Culture  for  Service  and  Service  for  Humanity.  Phi  Beta 
Sigma  gave  birth  to  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Incorporated.  This 
birth  created  the  only  true  brother  and  sister  organization  in  the 
fraternal  system.  The  fraternity  supports  its  national  programs 
and  was  the  first  fraternity  to  established  the  small  business 
association.  Gamma  Gamma  Chapter  was  founded  at  NC  Cen- 
tral in  1949. 


Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Incorporated  was  found- 
ed on  the  campus  of  Howard  University  on  Jan- 
uary 16,  1920.  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  beUeves 
in  promoting  the  cause  of  education,  encourag- 
ing high  standards  of  scholarship,  uplifting 
worthwhile  projects  on  college  campuses  ,  and 
within  the  community,  fostering  the  spirit  of  sis- 
terhood, and  interjecting  the  idea  of  Finer  Wom- 
anhood. The  Gamma  Gamma  Chapter  is  com- 
mitted to  providing  programs  that  enhance  and 
encourage  the  college  student  at  NC  Central. 
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Kappa  Alpha  Psi  was  founded  at  Indiana 
University  on  January  5,  1911.  The  pur- 
pose of  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  is  "to  rendered 
service  to  all  mankind;  to  promote  brother- 
hood; and  to  engage  in  inductive  reason- 
ing." The  Alpha  Kappa  Chapter  was 
founded  on  June  1.  1931  on  the  campus  oli 
North  Carolina  Central  University.  Therel 
are  currently  27  active  members  at  NCCU. 
These  gentlemen  have  provided  NCCLI 
with  numerous  activities  and  programs.

The  vision  of  an  educational  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing for  blacks  was  born  in  1910  by  a  great  man  of  faith,  per- 
severance and  diligence,  Dr.  James  Edward  Shepard.  After 
receiving  his  degree  at  Shaw  University,  he  founded  this 
institution  whose  curriculum  was  centered  around  religious 
training.  Therefore  it  was  named  the  National  Religious 
Training  School  and  Chatauqua,  after  which  it  became  the 
National  Training  School.  However,  Dr.  Shepard's  vision 
surely  didn't  end  there.  After  soliciting  the  support  of  North 
Carolina's  General  Assembly  in  1923,  the  name  was  then 
changed  to  Durham  State  Normal  School.  Like  many  other 
African- Americans  of  his  time.  Dr.  Shepard  endured  sever- 
al difficulties,  he  came  upon  many  stumbling  blocks  both 
financial  and  physical.  The  attribute  of  Dr.  Shepard  that 
served  as  his  source  of  strength  was  his  never-ending  faith. 
It  was  by  this  faith  that  in  1925  this  institution  became 
North  Carolina  College  for  Negros,  the  United  States  first 
state  supported,  liberal  arts  college  for  blacks. 

Once  again  the  college  experienced  another  change  in 
1947,  as  it  became  North  Carolina  College  at  Durham.  In 
the  year  1969,  the  General  Assembly  called  for  the  final 
change  as  it  stands  today  on  it's  sloping  hills  and  verdant 
green,  North  Carolina  Central  University. 

Although  Dr.  James  E.  Shepard  is  no  longer  with  us  in 
the  physical  sense,  his  vision  still  lives  on.  He  allowed  his 
wings  to  spread  in  order  that  we  may  soar  far  and  beyond 
the  call  of  our  educational  and  community-oriented  duties. 
For  we  must  remember  that ...  "The  Eagle  is  No  Ordinary 
Barnyard  Fowl."
